CHRISTIAN STATESMEN. 
New York Church Union. 

The accession to power of Gladstone in 
England, and the possible choice by the 
American people of a man to preside over 
the counclis of the Nation very much of a 
type scarce at all times, and never more 
needed than at the present, makes it 
eminently proper that we should thought- 
fully consider who are entitled to the honor 
of being called Christian statesmen. 

A man may properly claim a title although 
not possessing the credentials of u ereed or 
denomination. Wesometimes call a mana 
Christian whose life seems illuminated by 
the Divine presence. His actions illustrate 
what may be called without irreverence the 
very thought of God. Some souls are filled 
with such lefty aspiration that, though not 
technically called Christian, yet the impel- 
ling motives are so pure and so unselfish that 
all men recognize a higher and diviner 
power, from whence all good comes. 
Philosophers there have been who evidently 
walked with God. Poets have sung of 
naught but the good and the true. Teachers 
have taught only what seemed best for man. 
These men were inspired, if inspiration 
means the essenee of the Divine nature It 
is not philosophical; it Is not true that one 
cannot be called aChristian because he bears 
not some sectarian name. We prefer always 
that men bear the badge ot their calling. 
All are not ealled to wear uniforms or carry 
banners with distinctive inscriptions. The 
ways and means of aker of all men are 
as numerous and different as the flowers of 
the field. A deeper Gudx, a profeunder re- 
search, and a wider culture, causes less 
dogmatic statement as to who is and 
who. is not “Christian.” Men are judged 
by the results of their lives. It hard 
T to discover a man’s motives. In 
American politics men have loomed up above 
the horizon of mediocrity, like Jefferson of 
Virginia, or Stevens of Pennsylvania, far 
beyond and above their compeers. hey 
looked inte the future with prophetic ken. 
Jefferson denounced the crime of slavery 
when the majority of the Church of his day 
defended that sum of ail villainies.” Stey- 
ens, like Jefferson, rose above the ordinary 
sentiment of his day, and gave his best en- 
ergies through his entire life to the cause of 
freedom and popular education.

A BILL assimilating the law regulating the 
registration of voters in Ireland to the law of 
registration in England was rejected by the 
House of Lords last eventing.

The value of the commodities transferred from 
New York to San Francisco, and from San Fran- 
ciseo to New York, via Panama, for the year 
1869 was $70,202,029, against $4,947,755 for the year 
1879. The trade between all Atlantic ports and 
Pacific ports of the United States by way of 
Cape Horn has correspondingly decreased. Mr. 
Nimmo also points out that the trade between 
San Francisco and other ports on the Pacific 
slope and Chicago, St. Louis, and other cities of 
the Mississippi Valley would not be at all affected 


by the proposed canal. 


Mr. JENNE, the U nited States Vice-Consul 
at New Laredo, Mexico, bas furnished a full re- 
port of the circumstances attending the escape, 
or attempted escape, of prisoners from the La- 
redo, Tex., jail the llth of August. Seventeen of 
those who got out of jail attempted to cross the 
Rio Grande to the Mexican side, and were pur- 
ed and fired at by the people of Laredo.

Can the Union soldiers, whether they were 
or were not Democrats before the War, be 
reasonably expected to sustain by their votes 
to-day a deliberate project for undermin- 
ing and overthrowing the system which they 
fought to maintain ? ;

In 1870 Ohio exceed- 
ed Illinois by 125,369, and the expectation has 
been that in 1880 our State would equal if not 
exceed Ohio. Though the population of 
Ohio has not yet been made known, it has 
been estimated, from the partial returns 
published, that it will reach about 8,200,000, 
—thus exceeding that of Illinois in 1880 by 
the same number as it did in 1870. 80 U- 
nois must be content for another decade to 
be the fourth State in the Union in point of 
population.

The three weeks specified in the note 
have expired, and during this time the Porte 
has made no more progress than it had 
made at the time the note was written. On 
the other hand, it has continued its masterly 
policy of inaction, in which it has always 
been an adept. It has made no opposition to 
the cession of Dulcigno. It has substan- 
tially said to the Powers: “We are willing 
that Duicigno shall be ceded, and we will 
issue an irade to thateffect. Let Montene- 
gro have it,’—knowlag full well that Mon- 
tenegro cannot take it without help. The 
people of Dulcigno have sworn to burn the 
place rather than give it up to Montenegro. 
The Albanians have arisen and are deter- 


mined that the cession shall not take place, 


and it is a significant fact that the Turkish 
troops about Dulcigno fraternize with them. 
As soon as the combined fleet appears they 
threaten to invade Montenegro. It is appar- 
ent from all this that the maneuvres of the 
fleet will make no more impression upon 
the Albanian mountaineers, unless it can 
sailinto the mountains, than it will have 
upon the Sublime Porte. The Albanians as 
well as the Turks probably have no objec- 
tions to these maneuvres, and will not be 
disturbed by them or by any other demon- 
stration of the Powers which is confined to 
the high seas. This posing for effect on the 
Albanian side of the Adriatic may de very 
pretty, but it will have as\ittle effect in com- 
pelling the cession of Dulcigno as if it were 
executed in New York harbor. They may 
display all the maneuvres known to naval 
science, and blaze away to their hearts’ con- 
tent, but unless they land troops o help 
Montenegro how is Montenegro to get Dul- 
eigno? Certainly not by Turkish help, for 
Turkey has done all she proposes to do. She 
has issued her notice that Dulcigno must be 
given up. Like Barkis, she “is willin’,” 
butit was no part ot her contract that she 
should send troops there to enforce it. 

The same tactics she has displayed in deal- 
ming with the Movtenegrin business she will 
display when the more serious Greek ques- 
tion comes up; and she has already com- 
menced by refusing to accept the decision of 
the Powers, and throwing out all sorts of 
propositions for compromises and haggling 
for delays as she did in the case of Montene- 
gro. At present she has no idea of surren- 
dering Janina to the Greeks, and evidently 
counts upon divisions among the Powers to 
help her. It is hardly likely that England will 
assist the Greeks with troops. It is also well 
understood that Franee has grown suddenly 
cold on the Greek question, will take no part 
in any fercible demonstration, and has quite 
recently recalled her agent, Gen. Thomassen, 
whom she had sentto Greece to advise her 
Austria and Ger- 
many on the one hand and Rus 
sia on the other are at loggerheads 
in the matter. Russia is forward in demand- 
ing that Turkey shall submit to the European 
decrees, but Austria and Germany are suspi- 
clously quiet, The ill-feeling between them 
and Russia is constantly increasing. That 
they will all be at war next spring is the com- 
mon impression in Germany, and this may 
help to account for the sudden action of 
France, who prefers to bide her time rather 
than take any prominent part in a European 
concert at present. From surface indica- 
tions it would seem that if Greece obtains her 
new territory she must fight for it, which is 
not a very flattering prospect. Her present 
army numbers only 20,000, and its maximum 
is but 30,000. It is questionable whether they 
could hold their own against the 
Albanians alone, who will stubbornly resist 
the cession of their territory: certainly not 
against the Turks, whose regular troops are 
much more effective han the new Greek 
levies. The Mon? in question is an easy 
one to handle as compured with the Greek.

The “rules” of the 
estate cause the special hardships. They pro- 
hibit marriages among the tenants, ex- 
cept with the permission of the agents, 
or the sheltering of any person, whether 
relative or not, in any cabin on the es- 
tate. Tenants’ or laborers’ children who do 
marry without permission are ejected at once, 
The common punishment for sheltering stran- 
gers or visitors is a fine of a gale of rent. A gale 
is half a year’s rent. Several deaths have been 
caused by the operation of these rules. Tenants 
have been fined for sheltering their own chil- 
dren. Women about to be confined have been 
turned out to suffer the inclemencies of winter. 
Rules like these are common in Kerry and 


other counties of Ireland. Lord Lansdowne de- 
serves credit only for inventing them. They 


constitute the chief difference between the lot 


of the Engtish taborer and that of the Irish 


tenant, and are as near an approach te the con- 
dition of slavery as could be realized in a coun- 


try pretending to be free.

The 
enthusiasm is immense. 

The procession marched from the rendez- 
vous in town to the fair grounds, nearly a 
mile and a half. Vast crowds witnessed the 
imposing demonstration. The heat was op- 
pressive, to alleviate which thoughtful citi- 
zens had ice-water, lemonade, and coffee at 
short intervals on the line of march, all free. 

At the fair grounds long lines of tables 
were spread to feed upward of six thousand 
at a sitting. In this way 52,000 people were 
gratutitously fed, each township of the 
county having its own storehouse of pro- 
visions and bounteously supplying its section 
of tables. 

A large stand was erected from which the 
principal speakers addressed the crowd, 
which was so great that each orator after 
speaking at one end repaired to the other and 
repeated his address to the other part of the 
throng. 

Beside the speeches at the main stand 
others were delivered from sundry platforms 
in different parts of the grounds.

REASONS FOR ESTABLISHING THEM. 

In ashort time the County Board will be 
called on to fix the voting-districts and poll- 
ing-places, and elect judges for the approach- 
ing election. It is a matter of absolute ne- 
cessity, in view of the large vote which will 
probably be cast this fall_—it may exceed 90,- 
000,—that proper provision should be made 
for the accommodation of the voters by re- 
dueing the size of the districts, and thus in- 
creasing the number of voting-places. It is 
| also advisable that the discrepancy in favor 
of the Democrats which exists at pres- 
ent should be done away with. As 
was stated some days ago, in 1876 
there were 604 votescast at a Democratic 
polband 759 at a Republican one.

PAD, Aug. W—The steamer 
Dover, which left Port Antonio, Jamaica, on 
the Ast Inst., arrived here to-day, and brings 
further advices of the great hurricane which 
swept over that island on tlie 18th inst. than 
have been before received. Capt. Smith, o 
the Dover, which lay in the snug harbor of 
Port Antonio during the hurricane, says that 
the hurricane began te dio at 3 o'clock in 
the afternooon of the 18th, and continued 
until 2.o’cloek the next moming. The Dever 
sustained no great damage, but the destruc- 
tion on shore and among the small coust- 
ing vessels was incalculable, All the small 
the codst were destroyed.
